THE 
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A Cycle of Abbot Verse. Published by 
Abbot Academy on the Occasion of its one 
Hundredth Anniversary, 1829-1929, An- 
dover, Massachusetts. 


The skillfully planned observances of 
Abbot academy’s centennial have extended 
all through the past fall and winter. They 
will reach their climax during the first week 
in June, Just now comes this pleasant volume, 
tastefully printed and prettily bound, which 
gathers in Abbot girls’ undergratuate verses 
for the last fifty years. An anonymous com- 
mittee has judged the admissions to -the 
collection, but is it likely that the heaviest 
labor fell on Miss Rebekah Chickering, and 
that the chief credit belongs to her. 

About ninety girls contributed to this book. 
One wonders whether any other girls’ acad- 
emy or high school in this country could 
show a choir of so many poetic voices, sweet 
and true and sufficiently correct in their art to 
be admitted to print. One wonders and then 
decides that it is improbable. 

One would like to see those verses, which 
never were printed, of the Abbot girls of the 
first fifty years, The poems which are given 
us show from the start sensitive feeling and 
acquaintance with good models, though it 
not easy to say just what poets served as 
models. The subjects of the poems are what 
one would expect—Nature as she is seen and 
loved in New England, home, the great 
literature of the past, and a significant num- 
ber of dogs and kittens. That Abbot pupils 
come largely from near the Atlantic coast 
is indicated. by their large delight in the 
ocean, and it is pleasant to note that they 
have been awake to the beauty of New 
England’s characteristic marshes. Almost 
all the poems are bright and happy, as one 
would wish them to Be. “The Dirge of the 
Half Souls,” by Grace French Evans, 1907, 
is almost alone in striking a different tone, 
deep and passionate. The girl poet, Grace 
Norton, foreshadowed the woman poet that 
she became, in the following pretty picture: 


FISHING 
When Tony takes the weir-boat 
To sail out to the weirs, 
We little children crowd to go, 
And Tessa isin tears 


For she would be the skipper, 
And Marco take the fish, 

And Silvia cries to hold the sheet 
But none may have his wish;

And then came the Wee. Pour poeins, in- 
tense and explosive, mark that time, which 
already to us in America seems oddly far 
away unless we have the memories of eye- 
witnesses, 

Full half the book is given over to girls of 
the last nine years. A few years, but so many 
more poets. This too is as it should be, and 
suggests that Abbot’s teachers of English 
are stimulating women. Whoever has labored 
over even one poem of his own writing has 
taken title to at least one square rod of 
Nature-love and another square rod of feeling 
for the beauty of words. A larger number of 
potential poets is the thing desired; the 
quality of their work is not so important. 

Truth to tell, the quality improves but 
little if at all. The girls who write it have had 
some advantages which the older generation 
lacked. Noticeably they have traveled in 
Europe and brought back European themes 
to write about. They have read poetry per- 
haps a bit more, The moment the war was 
over, they began to relish Amy Lowell and 
Carl Sandburg with startling suddenness, 
and began to write “free verse” themselves 
with a brave unawareness what a difficult 
thing they were trying. But it was all right 
that they should try. The human mind 
craves novelty. A good song can be sung too 
often, I should be suspicious that the rooms 
in Abbot academy need airing, if the ‘‘Cour- 
ant” had refused poems in free verse, and it 
proves that the English department is sound 
when one finds it encouraging these gallant 
followers of the late Miss Lowell. The best of 
them by the way is very properly a Japanese 
girl, and with a pretty little sketch of hers we 
will take leave of a graceful and charming 
adornment for Abbot’s centennial,

Andover Churches 


Odlin Introduced Football at 
Dartmouth 


The late William Odlin who died in An- 
dover on Saturday, May 11, introduced foot- 
ball at Dartmouth college in the fall of 1886. 
He learned his fundamentals at Phillips 
academy, where he played in 1883, 1884 and 
1885, the last two of which he served as 
captain. 

In 1886 he brought his Dartmouth varsity 
fe pocuves and the academy triumphed, 18 
011, 

Bill Edwards in his book ‘Football Days,” 
makes reference to Mr. Odlin. 

He says in one place: 


“Tt was at Andover that Bill Odlin, that 
great Dartmouth man, coached so many 
wonderful prep school stars, who later be- 
came more famous at the colleges to which 
they went,” 

Mr. Edwards quotes Ed Hall as follows: 
“The real founder of football at Dartmouth 
was Bill Odlin. Odlin learned his football 
at Andover and came to Dartmouth with 
the class of 1890 and it was while he was in 
college that football really started. He was 
practically the only coach. He was a remark- 
able kicker—certainly one of the best, if 
not the best. In the fall of 1889 Odlin was 
captain of the team and playing fullback. 
Harvard and Yale played at Springfield and 
on the morning of the Harvard-Yale game 
Dartmouth and Williams played on the 
same field. It was in the game of 1889 that 
he made his most remarkable kick in which 
the wind was a very important element. 
In the second half, Odlin was standing prac- 
tically on his own ten-yard line. The ball 
was passed back to him to be punted and he 
punted. The kick itself was a remarkable 
kick and perfect in every way, but when 
the wind caught it it became a wonder and it

WILLIAM ODLIN 

William Odlin one of Andover’s prominent 
citizens died Saturday morning at the family 
home, 11 Abbot street, aged sixty-four years. 

Born in Laconia, N. H., Mr. Odlin was 
educated at the Punchard Free School, 
Phillips Academy, Dartmouth college and 
Harvard University Law School, receiving 
diplomas ftom each institution. 

‘A noted athlete, Mr. Odlin was a star foot- 
ball and baseball player in his school and 
college days. He captained the Phillips An- 
dover football team in 1884 and also played 
on the baseball nine. He was recognized as 
the one who introduced football at Dart- 
mouth college where he played for four years 
on football elevens acting as captain for four 
seasons. 

In 1898 he served one term in the Massa- 
chusetts legislature as representative from 
the Andover, North Andover and Middleton 
district. In 1926 he was elected president of 
the Andover Country club resigning this 
office only three days before his death, The 
resignation was accepted and in appreciation 
of hisservices he was madea life member of the 
club, Although retired from active participa- 
tion in sports, his interest never waned and 
he was one of the most loyal supporters of 
teams representing the schools and colleges 
which he had attended. 

Mr. Odlin was a member of St. Matthew’s 
Lodge A. F. and A. M., serving as treasurer 
for one year and as historian in 1922 at the 
time of the 100th anniversary of the lodge. 
He had read extensively on the subject of 
Masonry and was one of the best informed 
Masons in the state. At the time of the 
anniversary he prepared an excellent history 
of the local lodge. 

Although residing in Andover, Attorney 
Odlin maintained law offices in Boston 
where he had a large clientele. 

Mr. Odlin is survived by his wife, Dora,

Sheep Helpless When 
Turned on Its Back 


There are s0 many ways in which 
sheep can and do die that it Is a 
wonder any of them are left alive. 
The most peculiar method of all fs 
that called “dying on thelr backs,” 
writes A. B. Gilfillan in Atlantic 
Monthly. When horses or dogs roll 
they either roll all the way over or 
roll back to the position from which 
they started; they are unable to bal- 
ance themselves on their spine, as it 
were. But when a sheep rolls and 
reaches a position with its legs point- 
ing upward it Is often unable to com- 


plete the turn, especially if it has a Porter road. This will be in charge of the

BABSON SAYS EMPLOYMENT SHOULD 
HOLD UP WELL INTO THE SUMMER 


Factory Work Shows Five Per Cent Gain—Sees Trend Toward Five Day Week — 
Prosperity Is More Generally Distributed Than at Any 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, May 17, 
1929. “The chief factor to watch, as it 
affects the general business situation and the 
security markets this Summer, is the trend 
of employment. Money rates are important, 
but in the last analysis it is the purchasing 
pete of the people that determines whether 

usiness is good or bad and whether present 
values of securities are fictitious, or whether 
they are based on sound foundations. Pur- 
chasing power in turn depends absolutely 
on ey ent conditions. Latest figures 
show that the employment index is higher 
than at any time since the Spring of 1927. 
Factory employment shows a five per cent 
gain over the same period a year ago, while 
total money paid in wages is nine per cent 
ahead. Of course, there will be seasonal 
recessions in employment in certain lines 
during the next few months, but, as a whole, 
purchasing power should hold up well into 
the Summer. 


Industries Showing Largest Employ- 
ment Gains 

“Tnasmuch as those industries which are 
adding the most men to their payrolls are the 
most prosperous, it is interesting to analyze 
the latest employment statistics. Out of 54 
separate manufacturing industries, 31 or 57 
per cent have more employees on their 
payrolls than they had last year. In spite 
of the continued installation of labor-saving 
machinery and improved industrial tech- 
nique, a number of industries are employing 
from 10 to 40 per cent more men than they 
were a year ago. Demand for their products 
is so great that they have been justified in 
expanding their working forces in order to 
satisfy this demand. Among the notable 
advances in employment are, machinery and 
machine tools with an increase of 40 per 
cent; automobiles, 28 per cent; electrical 
machinery, 21.6 per cent; agricultural im- 
plements, 16 percent; brass products 16,7 per 
cent automobile tires 10.6 per cent; shipbuild- 
ing, 23per cent; and iron and steel, four per 
ecnt.

Prosperity Is Widespread 

“While the largest percentages gains are 
shown in the automobile centers, generally 
good conditions exist throughout the country. 
Department of Labor figures show the East 
North Central states leading with 13 per 
cent more men on the payrolls than a year 
Re Next come the Middle Atlantic states, 
where industrial activity is flourishing, with 
over five per cent more workers employed. 
Marked improvement has been shown in 
New England recently. There are about two 
per cent more workers in the factories than 
there were last year. In the South and South 
Central states the improvement has been 
more marked than in New England. Nearly 
four per cent more people are on the factory 

yrolls in that section than a year ago. The 
South Atlantic and East South Central 
sections are ave g 1.5 per cent more 
workers. The Pacific Coast shows less pro- 
nounced improvement compared with last 
year, but industrial employment is generally 
active in that section. There are, of course, 
certain individual industries in certain locali- 
ties where conditionsare not so good, but as a 
whole it may be said that prosperity is more 
generally distributed than at any time since 
the war. 


Trend Toward Five Day Week 


“Although employment at the present 
time is generally satisfactory, there is con- 
stantly going on a displacement of workers 
by machinery which in the long run threatens 


to create a serious unemployment problem | 


unless some solution can be found for it. 
Evidence is accumulating that we are already 
beginning to find solutions for this problem. 
One experiment to be tried out this summer 
is worth watching.- The General Electric 
company plans to put into effect a five day 
week. This is in line with the five day wee! 

plan which Ford has had in operation for

Herd Association Report 

The Essex County Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association reports nine cows sold as 
not profitable during the month of April. 
There are 23 herds countaining 513 cows. 
The tester, Robert Dill of North Andover, is 
a graduate of the Essex County Agricultural 
School. He visits each herd owner once a 
month, samples the milk, weighsit and secures 
weight of grain, hay and other roughage 
fed each cow. After staying over night, he 
gets weight and samples of milk from each 
cow and again tests for butterfat during the 
forenoon. He charges $4.25 per month for 
this service. 

The highest producing cow for April was 
Anna, a purebred Holstein owned by Dana 
Bragdon of Methuen, with over a ton of 
milk, or 2094. pounds.

some time and which is reported to be succes- 
ful. This shorter working week, if it were 
generally adopted by industry, would 
probably help solve unemployment difficul- 
ties. It would also mean more hours of 
leisure for workers which, up to a certain 
point, would increase their consumption of 
all sorts of commodities. In the long run, 
moreover, the adoption of the shorter work- 
ing week would tend to swell the total pur- 
chasing power. 


“Of course, the mere shortening of the 
working week and affording workers more 
leisure without some assurance that this 
leisure would be properly used, would do 
more damage than good. Consequently, if 
industry is to adopt the five day week it 
should undertake a workers’ educational 
program, teaching them the difference be- 
tween leisure and idleness, Spare time prop- 
erly used will assure continued prosperity. 
Employees should be encou to utilize 
at least a part of their spare time in self- 
improvement. It may be that we shall have 
Saturday morning adult classes in various 
educational subjects of interest and value to 
workmen, The principal danger in the five 
day week is not loss of production, but the 

ible encouragement of idleness, I believe, 
owever, that our educational system could 
offer special courses which would appeal to 
many workers who have long felt the need 
of further education, but who could not 
spare the time for it. 


“Also employers should insist on a full 
day’s work for a full day’s pay. Gambling in 
the stock market, for instance, is creating a 
fever of dissatisfaction in the ranks of em- 
ployees. This means that a large group of 
neople are not concentrating on their real 
jobs. If we should have a five day week, those 
days should be five full working days, with 
everyone’s attention riveted to the job in 
hand, and not wandering to the stock market 
or the golf course.
